Goshen, Ind., Jan. 4.~-Recent char- 
y work here has developed a busi- 
,css scandal. On Inst Friday many 
mnteis 
gave the day to a grand 


unit, the game being donated

trustee Hess for distribution among 
he worthy poor. The same day as- 
sessments were innde upon different 
citizens for merchandize, to be sent 
:o the office of Trustee Hess on Sat- 
urday. 
The responses were beyond 


expectations. 
Many 
contributed 


more than the amount of their indi- 
vidual assessments and many who 
were not assessed responded liberally 
in provisions, so that the Saturday 
contributions readied over $200. On 
Saturday evening- more assessments

The assessment 


cards were required to be sent with 
the contributions, and thus the com- 
mittee kept track of the responses.

DELIGHTFUL TRIP ACROSS THE 


PACIFIC. 


WITH THIRTIETH REGIMENT 


IN SKIRMISHES AND ON OUT- 


POST DUTY.

He has written to Ben F. Ben- 
nett/of 189 Monroe street, some ac- 
count of his experiences in the Phil- 
ippines, which will be interesting to 
readers of The Sentinel. The letter 
follows: 


"SnK Pedro, Macati, P. I., Nov. 12, 


1809.—Dear Friend: At last I have 
time to write you a few lines. We 
had a flue trip across the Pacific on 
the transport Sherman, stopping over 
at Honolulu a couple of .days to coal 
up. While this was being done we 
had a shore leave of ten hours, and 
we made good use of it. Wa strolled 
all over Honolulu and got all the 
orange's and bananas we could eat 
and a lot of cocoanuts to take 
board from the people there. 


BRATS FOB/T WAYNE. 


. "Honolulu beats anything I have 
ever seen for flower gardens, and al- 
together-it is the cleanest city I have 
ever seen! It beats Fort Wayne fo 
that. When we left Honolulu we had 
ilne weather for o few days, then w 
struck rough weather for three day 
and sea-sickness prevailed on boarc 
Silt the boys soon got over it -when 
they got their sea legs on. We go 
sight of Manila October 21, after 
.trlj) of twenty-eight days, in whic 
•we did not lose a man. Our battalion 
which Is the Third in this regimen 
got' orders on the 22d to disembark 
which we did in lighters. When w 
landed we marched through Mani 
to Passa barracks, reaching the ba 
racks about 11 p. m.

make an excellent sleeping 


jlkce, being nice and cool at night. 
But we didn't stay there long. 
In 


tltree days we got orders to proceed 
to San Pedro, Maoati, for outpost 
duty. I was not marching with our 
company, being left behind to help 
guard the .wagon train. . The roads 
were in terrible condition. In. some 
places we had to unload tlie wagon 
carts and carry the baggage to a bet- 
ter part of the road. 


"I forgot to tell you that our bag- 


gage is hauled by the caraboo, or 
water buffalo, on animal somewhat 
resembling our oxen, and are said 
to make one mile an hour under fa-- 
vofable circumstances. We were mud 
from head to foot when we reached 
our camp, and it was dark and rain- 
ing. 
We could not build a fire to 


make our coffee, but after a hasty 
slipper of hard tack and corned beef, 
one-half of our company, myself 
among the number, were ordered out 
for outpost duty. 


ON OUTPOST DUTY. 


"We had relieved the Thirteenth 


infantry here and on one outpost five 
guards had been cut up and killed 
bjr means of the boloa, a large knif*, 
which is the favorite weapon of the 
Filipinos. They handle it with great 
skill, and as it makes no noise to 
alarm the other guards, they gener- 
ally use it. This outpost is along the 
bank of the Pasig river, surrounded 
by a dense thicket of bamboo. Since 
. the killing of the 
former 
Ruard, 


three men and a corporal are left here 
ns guard. They have to guard the 
river, too, and permit no boat to pass 
tip or down -without being searched 
for arms and provisions. 
The na- 


tives are not allowed lo carry more 
than 
five pounds of rice per man 


through onr lines. 


"We have sent out several scouting 


parties and have had a number of 
skirmishes with the natives, but our 
company has not yet lost a man, 
One of our scouting parties, of which 
1 was a member, captured 500 pounds 


of rice wid 500 gallons of cocoinut 
Oil in' three boiU a fe» dlyi ' «go. 
We sneaked up on them through a 
bamboo thicket, halting within fifty 
feet of them. They were eating their 
breakfast of rice and fish. There 
wer» twelve of them, and as our party 
consisted of a sergeant, a corporal and 
eight1 privates, the sergeant de- 
termined that we should not shoot. 
out rush right on to them and take 
them prisoners. 


TEN GOT AWAY. 


"We raised the old Yankee yell and 


ran for them, but captured but two 
of them. The rest left their arms and 
disappeared in the thicket. We cap- 
tured seven Remingtons and five 
Mauser rifles, together with 700 
rounds of ammunition. WJ tied up 
our prisoners and started down the 
river in the boats to our camp. Th 
next morning we took all the rice w 
needed for our company and the res 
went to Hanlla. The two prisoners 
were taken beyond our outposts and 
told to "vamoose," which is Spanish 
for "clear out," and they did it In a

"On the north line tlie Seventeenth

We are waiting 
for orders to move forward against 
the insurgents across the lake. The 
lake is about four miles from us, and 
on the opposite side is a large body of 
insurgents we hope to tackle before 


ng. 
'It Is raining here every day. 
Yes- 


rday we hail .a typhoon, and our 
amp was a small lake for a couple of 
ours. It Just poured down for half a 
ay, and the water was 
forced 


hrough'our tents. But our boys are 
ttking it all without a growl. We are 
n guard duty every other day, and 
n the alternate days we go out scput- 
ig as far as the lake. Our regiment 
as lost but one man since it reached 


Manila. He was shot at night while 
n guard as outpost. No trace of the 
nsurgents could 
be found next 


morning. 
Our boys are in goot 


health, with only n few in the hos- 
pital.
